SECOND.  Buxus  sempervirens,  or  the  Com¬ 
mon  Boxwood,  is  probably  more  extensively 
used  than  any  other  member  of  the  family.  This 
is  not  strange,  for  it  thrives  over  a  broad  terri¬ 
tory,  may  be  sheared  to  pyramid  or  ball  forms, 
or  allowed  to  grow  without  restraint  other  than 
the  slight  clipping  needed  to  keep  the  plants 
within  bounds,  and  to  increase  growth. 
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First.  Your  attention  is  invited  to  the 
root-system  of  the  plant  at  the  right.  This  is 
typical  of  all  plants  from  Canterbury  Nurseries. 
The  root-system  is  the  “insurance  policy”  that 
supports  the  developments  above  the  soil. 
Canterbury  plants  are  a  finished  product,  both 
below  and  above  ground.

The  Perfect  Hedge  Plant 

IN  COLOR  this  species  is  a  rich  green  which 
holds  for  the  whole  year.  Therefore,  it  has  su¬ 
perior  advantages  as  a  hedge  plant.  B.  semper¬ 
virens  has  all  the  good  points  of  the  old  English 
Boxwood  (B.  suffruticosa);  it  will  fill  all  places 
where  that  variety  is  used,  unless  it  is  where  dwarf 
plants  are  required. 

B.  sempervirens  grows  freely,  is  long-lived,  and 
may  be  sheared  with  impunity,  but,  contrasting 
with  other  hedge  plants,  once  a  year  is  the  maximum 
needed.  And  the  cost  for  such  an  aristocrat  is  in¬ 
deed  small — a  mere  fraction  of  the  cost  of  B.  suffru¬ 
ticosa.  For  example,  a  hedge  of  B.  sempervirens 
measuring  over  a  foot  in  height  may  be  purchased 
at  under  $1  per  foot. 

Inevitably,  the  demand  has  greatly  raised  the 
price  of  larger  plants  of  B.  suffruticosa  to  such  an 
extent  that  the  wise  planter  has  been  turning  more 
and  more  to  B.  sempervirens.
